' ago a network of 300 miles of trolley rail blanketed most of Worc-— 
| ester County, providing this central Massachusetts city of 200,000 
_ people with connections to Fitchburg, Boston, Providence, and 
| Springfield. If one had time on his hands, it was possible to 

travel by trolley from Worcester to New York City or even beyond. 
This was also the era of the overnight trolley freight service 
from Springfield to Boston via Worcester,

The author has been gathering information ohm the street rail- 
ways of the Worcester area for the past twa years. It is hoped vhat 
this research activity will culminate this year in a‘definitive 
history of the Worcester Consolidated Street Railway, with special 
emphasis on the period from 1911 to 1945. The task of compiling 
the extensive amount of factual material necessary for a compre— 
hensive history of Massachusetts! third largest traction propervy 
would be an almost impossible one, save for the generous cooper 
ation of many people. Special thanks must go to Wendell Nygren

What was more fun than a day spent on the open trolleys traveling 
about the countryside? How many people remember making a round 
trip to Marlboro or Spencer or Uxbridge--just for the ride? 


Many people will remember the times they used to take the 
Route 19 cars out to Main South, or the time when a Route 24 
car left the rails and wound up with the rear end resting utop 
a car stop marker at the corner of Main and Franklin. There are 
other memories too--the intricate net of specialwork and the 
penetrating odor of ozone so characteristic of the cavernous

The Worcester Consolidated Street Railway Company, in its 

| ultimate form, represented a real traction empire, having been 

| formed through the consolidation of nineteen companies origi- 

| nally operating indepently (not counting a mere change of name), 
and of the lines of five other companies operated under lease, 
It, in turn, was part of a much larger empire, being one of the 
electric railway properties operated by the New York, New Haven 
(2, Jnksaergst natal Railroad, under its holding company, the New England 
Investment & Security Company. Other operating divisions of the 
holding company were located at Springfield, Pittsfield, and 


Attleboro. The Worcester system was the largest of these divisions 
100, (SBY4OG 


The development of the Worcester system followed the typical 
pattern of many New England traction properties. It began with 
horse cars in the 1860's, was electrified early in the 1890's, 
and greatly expanded its city operations around 1900. In 1891 
the first of the suburban lines was built, and these reached 
virtually their full growth lo UO 


The system was not one that often made traction news, and the 
management might be described as being midly conservative. It did 


furnish an effecient public service before the days of good roads 
and automobiles. 


The New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad acquired owner-— 
ship of the Worcester Consolidated, among many other urban and 
rural trolley lines in central and southern New England, during 
the Charles S. Mellen regime at the turn of the century. The New 
Haven's purchase of stock in existing street railway systems and 
the promotion of new lines was part of a broad plan of coordinated 
steam railroad, electric railway, and steamship transportation. 
The high prices paid for these properties, combined with the poor 
financial showing of many of them, imposed a severe drain on the 
New Haven and weakened it greatly. 


In short order, Mellen had acquired over 1900 miles of electric 
railway properties, including the Westchester Street Railway, the 
New York & Stamford, the Connecticut Company, the Rhode Island 
Company, the Berkshire Street Railway, the Springfield Street 
Railway, and the Worcester Consolidated Street Railway. Another 
group of New Haven properties radiated out of Attleboro, Mass., 
and included the Interstate Consolidated Street Railway, the 
Attleboro Branch Railroad, and the Milford, Attleboro & Woonsocket 
Street Railway.

The Worcester Consolidated remained a relatvavie by prosperous 
property until about 1919 or 1920, when rising operating costs, 
NICE aASeS. any plat torm wages, and the appearance of the private 
automobile in large numbers (the Model 1), resulted in decreasing 
revenues. Track mileage declined rapidly following the initial 
abandonment in 1924, and by 1928 almost all of the rural network 
had been swept away. Following a period of receivership, the 
company was reorganized on June 6, 1932 as the Worcester Street 
Railway. Local ownership was assumed in November, 1941 when 
Edmund H, Taylor bought control of the Worcester Transportation 
Associates from the New England Gas & Electric Association. 


The coming of World War II brought a temporary reprieve to 
the streetcar lines, but the inevitable end finally came on the 
last day of 1945. Following the abandonment of trolley SEI VLOS co 
the Worcester Street Railway name continued in use for seven more 
years until the assets, properties, and franchises were sold to 
interests which organized the Worcester Bus Company to take over 
on January 1, 1953.

City lines were mainly double track while outside of Worcester 
the lines were of the typical country trolley type--single track 
with turnouts. The Worcester & Southbridge line, Sterling "Air— 
Line" to Leominster, and the Blackstone Valley lines had con— 
siderable amounts of private right-of-way. Local car lines were 
operated in Leominster, Webster and Southbridge. Service was fairly 
frequent on the local lines and most suburban lines ran on aw 
hourly schedule. 


A summary of equipment appearing in a 1912 Electric Railway 
Journal article listec 561 open anc closeé passenger cars, in— 
clucing 47 single truck anc 207 double truck closed cars, 141 
single truck and 166 couble truck open cars; besides 9 double 
truck express cars, 7 line cars, 18 work cars, 1 parlor car, 

6 sand cars, 41 snow plows, 3 sweepers, 1 wrecker, 1 advertising 
car, and 2 electric locomotives, Cars were built by an assorted 
group of manufacturers including Laconia, Wason, Jones, Newbury- 
port, Stephenson, and Osgood Bradley. Worcester Consolidated 
colors were yellow bocy, red belt rail, cream above belt rail, 
varnished doors, and gray roof. 


The main carbarn of the Worcester system was located on 
Market Street, and other operating barns were located at Gates 
Lane in Worcester, Oxford, Charlton City, Leominster, Northboro, 
and North Uxbridge. Heavy repairs were handlec at the Market 
Street barn (which was two stories high, by the way, the cars 
being taken upstairs on an elevator). Several smaller barns in 
various locations were use@ for storage purposes. A dispatching 
yard was opened on Grove Street in Worcester in 1921. The central 
bower plant of the system was constructed on Providence Street, 
Millbury, in 1911, by making extensive alterations to the old 
Worcester & Blackstone Valley power station, retaining the two 
500 hp. engines, and adding new generators and other machinery. 
A sub-station at Beacon and Madison Strects in Worcester was used 
as the center of transmission of power to'the various lines. Some 
13 sub-stations were in operation by 1917, with a total capacity

Commencing with the abandonment of the line between Oxfore 
Heights and Auburn Center in June, 1924, the BA Se eS GEC net— 
work of rural lines rapidly disappearec. The important "inter- 
urban" lines to Southbridge, Pitchburg, and Woonsocket gave way 
to buses in 1927, All of the remaining city lines had gone to one— 
man service by this time. When the New Haven Railroad resumed 
control of the Woreester Consolidated in 1927, it decided to 

q initiate an extensive rehabilitation program. This program in- 

» cludea the construction of a new carbarn on the site of the Grove 
Street Cispatching yard, the purchase of 5O new lightweight type 
cars, construction of wooden sufety platforms in city streets, 

and renovation of track, rolling stock, anc line work. 


By 1930 the Worcester Consolidated hac gone into receivership, 
anc trackage hac Cwincled to 56.04 miles by the time of the re- 
organization as the Worcester Strect Railway Company in 1932. Of 
_ the 12 lines in operation at this time, only two suburban lines 
_ remained--the Cherry Valley line running as far as McDermott's 

Store, anc the West Auburn remnant of the Worcestcr & Southbridge 
line extending to Leach's Crossing. 


The management of the Worcester Strect Railway hac committed 
itself to an extensive bus system, and car lines were abandoned 
as street paving projects were instituted or track repairs were 
_ found necessary, The coming of World War II founc only 31.4 miles 
' Of track and five lines in operation. These were as follows:

However, the Worcester trolleys still continue to run-—in 
Porto Alegre, Brazil! At the time of this writing 25 of the former 
Worcester Street Railway 549-598 elass cars still rumble through 
the streets of this South Amcrican metropolis as‘cars No. 126-150 
of the Companhia Carris Porto Alegrense,. In fact, the former 
Worcester cars look better now than they did during their last 
years of operation in the Massachusetts city. 


It is saic that time has a way of crasing menories, Perhaps 
this 1s particularly true in the case of the visible remains of 
the former trolley empire. However, much girder rail still lays 
uncer a thin cover of asphalt on the Worcester city streets, and 

sone of the grades of the former suburban lines are very much in 
evidence. Several of the old carbarns still serve a useful 
function as factories or as garages for the successor buses, A 
_ handful of old car bodies still remain around Worcester County. 

In addition, the green and cream diesel buses of the Worcester 
Bus Company still follow many of the old strectcar routes.
